UNIONTOWN, Pa., March 28, 
In the same bed on which the body 
of Captain Nutt lay as his life-blood 
sped away, his murderer, N. L.Dukes, 
slept last night, after receiving the 
citizens’ notice to fix up his business 
and leave town in 24 hours, All day 
he remained locked in his room, 
When the 24 hours expired at 
noon to-day Dukes had not left town, 
Citizens, meeting by twos and threes, 
discuss the best means of ridding the 
town. If he were to show himself on 
the streets the problem would soon be 
solved; but he remains behind lock 
and key ina back room in Jennings’ 
Hotel. Jennings is a reputable citi- 
zen and there is hesitancy about mak- 
ing an assault on his house. Dukes 
is ready to fight to the death. He 
fears Captain Nutt’s oldest son 
James more than apy other 
man. This son is about 20 years old, 
still-mouthed, manful and thinks 
much. His mother ,had great diffi- 
culty in dissuading him from killing 
Dukes before the trial commenced. 
It is said that Miss Lizzie Nutt, the 
beautiful and accomplished young 
daughter over whom all the trouble 
occurred, is practicing with a revolver 
with the intention of shooting her 
traducer and the murderer of her 
father. 


Funeral of the Late Postmaster-

Errors Corrected. 
WINNEPEG, March 27. 

Later news received from the Brit- 
ish circum-polar expedition, in charge 
of Capt. Dawson of the British navy, 
and three subalterns of the same ser- 
vice, says the ice set fast the first of 
November, one month later than the 
previous year. The minimum read- 
ing of the thermom in November 
was 60 degrees below zero. Three 
photographs of the auroral display 
were taken on the 10th, 20th and 30th, 
respectively. Obsérvations taken by 
Captain Dawson show Fort Rae to be 
in reality 60 miles nearer the North 
pole than previously supposed, and 
the geographical position and shape 
of Great Slave lake are also incorrect. 
Fort Rae is not within the arctic circle, 
being in 64 degrees north latitude. 


The Apache Outbreak—Seven More 
Settlers Killed. 
DENVER, Col., March 28, 

Official information is received that 
yesterday afternoon Beeches Camp, on 
the Gila river, Arizona, was attacked 
by Indians ana two men killed. -This 
morning Irying’s ranch was attacked 
and five more men killed. They are 
believed to be San Carlos renegades 
moving south. Colonel Forsyth bas 
been ordered out with four companies 
ofthe Fourth Cavalry. The Mexican 
General Nero with a large body of 
troops is at Chihuahua, and will form 
a junetion with the United States 
troops and commence a _ vigorous 
campaign. Depredations so far are 
confined to Arizona.

From Custody. 
New YorK, March 27. 

After hearing the arguments of 
counsel relative to the shooting of 
Haverstick by Conkling, Police Jus- 
tice Smith late this afternoon rendered 
a decision that there were reasonable 
grounds for defendant to apprehend 
grievous bodily harm at the bands of 
deceased, and discharged Conkliog 
from custody. The announcement 
was received with tumultuous ap- 
plause by the spectators. The testi- 
mony submited to the Court was 
taken atthe Coroner’s inquest. The 
object of the examination was to de- 
termine whether Conkling should be 
held for the action ofthe Grand Jury 
or discharged. Mrs. Uhler entered 
the court-room accompanied by coun- 
sellor Howe. She wore a maroon- 
colored velvet dress, heavy seal skin 
cloak anda velvet turban. Her face 
was partly concealed by a thick veil. 
Conkling, dressed in a fashionable 
suit, followed her within the railing, 
facing the bench. Colonel King, 
counsel for the prisoner, madea strong 
plea for the accused, bitterly denounc- 
ing Haverstick for his betrayal of 
Mrs. Uhler, and claimed there was 
no crime in Conkling’s act. It was, 
he said, a case of justifiable homicide, 
ifthere ever was one, and he asked 
thatthe prisoner be discharged. At 
the close of his speech, which was 
quite lengthy, the examination of the 
witnesses began. Mrs. Uhler sobbed 
convulsively while King was speak- 


ing. 
New York, March 27. 


Counsel for Mrs. Uhler will apply 
for an order of arrest against Dr. Am- 
idon, on the ground that he illegally 
took possession of goods and money 
in Haverstick’s apartments, the prop- 
erty of[Mrs. Uhler. 

NEw YorK, March 28, 

In searching Haverstick’s rooms 
Monday were discovered papers which 
Mrs. Uhler had looked for unsuccess- 
fally. Police Captain McElwain dis- 
covered a package of receipts showing 
thatthe furniture, carpets and other 
articles had been paid tor by Mrs 
Uhler. He also found a will dated 
San Francisco, October 28th, 1875, and 
signed by William -H. Haverstick. It 
leaves all his property to bis mother 
in California, Captain McElwain 
says Joseph B. Haverstick informed 
him that in view of this will he will 
abandon his claim to the property. 

A Tribune editorial says: For the 
sake of the reputation of New York 
city, we regret that the Conkling hom- 
icide case is not to be submitted toa 
jury of twelve reputable and sensible 
men. There would then be a thorough 
investigation of the kiiling in the Vi- 
énna flats, and we should know posi- 
tively whether or not the murder was 
commited there. At present the point 
is by no means clear. The Coroner 
sent Conkling, the slayer of Haver- 
stick, to the Tombs, and the Judge ot 
the Supreme Court, on reviewing the 
evidence, only saw fit to release him 
on bail. Hedid not let the prisoner 
go free, but yesterday Police Justice 


Smith, on precisely the same 
evidence, decided that it was a 
case. of justifiable homicide, 


There has been altogether too much 
foolish sentiment in this matter, al- 
though there has not been an occur- 
rence in this city for a long time 
which needed calmer investigation. 
The community now stands comnit- 
ted to Nevada methods of avenging 
personal injuries in a way that does it 
no credit. The opinion of 12 men, not 
of one, should have settled this serious 
matter. Is it too late for the Grand 
Jury to look into it? 

The Times says: 
Conkling was generally expected and 
will doubtlesss be quite generally ap- 
proved. The feeling of the public was 
almost completely on the side of the 
man who so far as the evidence goes 
acted in self-defense when he ki 
the paramour of his sister. 


A Woman Shot and Hilled in a 
Dance House. 
FREsNO, March 28, 

A- woman ¢alling herself Mamie 
Stanton was shot and almust instantly 
killed last night ina dance house by a 
man supposed to be bearing the name 
of Shea. The woman came from San 
Francisco about ten days ago and 
teok up residence in the dance house, 
It is said she and Shea separated about 
two weeks since.
